DIFFERENT BOBBIN BUILDS 
ON RING TWISTER 
Model 10 


Two types of packages that can 
be produced on a ring twister are 
illustrated in Fig. 1. The straight- 
wind package, left, and the taper- 
top package, right, were both pro- 
duced on the Model 10 Ring 
Twister. 


Fig. 1. Two types of bobbins produced 
on Model 10 Ring Twister: left, straight- 
wind; right, taper-top. 


Straight-wind Bobbins 


The straight-bobbin builder 
mechanism (Fig. 2) consists of a 
builder lever that is actuated by 
a regular heart-shaped or uniform- 
rate traverse cam. The lever is 
linked to the ring rail by the two 
chains and pulley segments. As the 
cam rotates, it causes the builder 
lever to move up and down. The 
lever in turn actuates the ring rail. 
When the uniform-rate cam is 
used, the length and speed of each 
stroke of the ring rail remain con- 
stant and thus form a straight- 
wind bobbin.

Taper-top bobbins produced on 
the Model 10 are generally pro- 
duced with the taper-top builder 
shown in Fig. 3. The taper-top 
builder varies the length of the 
traverse stroke so that the trav- 
erses of the ring rail are alternately 
shortened and lengthened. The 
shortening and lengthening effect

The same mechanism can be used to 

produce straight-wind bobbins, with the 
chain removed, 


takes place only at the top of the 
stroke; the ring rail returns to the 
same point at the bottom of eacl 
traverse. Thus a taper is formec 
at the top of the bobbin. 

Two different traverse cams can 
be used with the taper-top builder. 


Spun Yarns 


For spun yarns, a regular heart- 
shaped cam provides a satisfactory 
build. With the combination of 
taper-top builder and regular 
heart-shaped cam, an equal number 
of wraps is placed on the bobbin 
during the up and down strokes of 
the ring rail. 


Filament Yarns 


When taper-top bobbins of syn- 
thetic filament yarns are being 
produced, a dual-rate cam is rec- 
ommended. (Although designed 
primarily to prevent the smooth 
filament yarns from sloughing, the 
dual-rate cam also performs satis- 
factorily when processing spun 
yarns. ) 

When the dual-rate cam is used, 
the speed of the ring rail on the 
downstroke is faster than on the 
up stroke, the ratio being two to 
one. This, of course, causes twice 
as many wraps to be placed on the 
bobbin during the up stroke. Yarn 
wraps placed on the bobbin in 
this manner cross over wraps 
in the previous layer at a great- 
er angle than they do when a 
uniform-rate cam is used. This 
tends to hold the previous layer 
of yarn more firmly in place and 
prevents sloughing. The taper-top 
bobbin produced with the dual- 
rate cam has a slightly longer taper 
than one produced with the regu- 
lar heart-shaped or uniform-rate 
cam.

To Test Armored Clothing. Ar- 
mored clothing for protecting

developed by the Army Quarter- 
master Corps and will be sub- 
jected to field tests in the near 
future. Supplies of armored jackets 
have been sent to Korea for issue 
to otherwise defenseless litter 
bearers. 


U. S. Productivity Accounted 
For. Efficiency and high produc- 
tivity of U. S. textile dyeing and 
finishing establishments are due 
to excellent plant organizations, 
streamlined production processes, 
equipment, materials, and _ im- 
portant psychological factors, ac- 
cording to 13 dyeing and finishing 
experts from France. The French- 
men completed a six-week study 
of the U. S. industry under the 
technical assistance program of the 
ECA. 


Time Studies in Wool Process- 
ing. A series of time and motion 
study experiments carried out in 
the U. K. wool textile industry are 
said to have resulted in outstand- 
ing improvements in production. 
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In a worsted spinning experiment, 
a notable result was obtained in 
the cone-drawing process, where a 
new layout of machinery was de- 
signed to permit processing on the 
flow-production principle. A dou- 
ble-capacity bobbin stand, funda- 
mentally different from other 
types, resulted in a reduction in 
machine standing time and con- 
siderably less work in handling 
material throughout the drawing 
process. Effort-saving devices per- 
mitted an increase in production 
per operative hour of 26.5. per 
cent. 


Heavy Financial Burden. Fed- 
eral outlays are estimated at $71.6 
billion for the current fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1952, and $87.3 
billion for the following fiscal 
year. By June 30, 1953, the Fed- 
eral government will have spent 
about $402 billion since the end 
of World War II. This amount ex- 
ceeds by $88 billion the total spent 
during that war and exceeds by 
$235 billion total Federal expendi- 
tures for the years from 1789 
through 1940. For the current fis- 
cal year, taxes of all kinds will 
take more than 30 per cent total 
national income. Based upon past 
experience of other countries, this 
high proportion of taxation for 
governmental purposes is perilous. 


Mercerizing Process Modified. A 
new method of preparing cellulose 
for subsequent treatment with so- 
dium hydroxide has been patented 
through the Research Corp. of New 
York. Mercerization of cotton goods 
is speeded, with a resulting re- 
duction in the hazards of process- 
ing. The process meets the special 
requirements of the U. S. Navy for 
improving the insulating qualities 
of tape, according to the University 
of New Hampshire’s Engineering 
Experiment Station.

Presence 
of the absorbent material on the 
floor does not offer an untidy ap- 
pearance. 


Strength of Wool vs Wool-Nylon 
Blend. In one mill a comparison of 
all-worsted yarns with a worsted- 
nylon blended yarn showed that 
a regular all-worsted 18-ounce 
serge warp yarn breaks at 120 
pounds. Addition of 15 per cent 
nylon raised the figure to 217 
pounds, about an 80 per cent in- 
crease. Filling yarns went from 
100 to 153 pounds with the use of 
nylon, a net increase of 53 per 
cent. 


On Selling to the Army. “How 
to Sell to The United States Army”’ 
is the title of a pamphlet designed 
to assist businessmen to obtain 
government business.

Value in AATT Conference. Par- 
ticipation in the recent conference 
of the American Association of 
Textile Technologists was of value 
in that the meeting permitted a 
free exchange of ideas, and in- 
formation was gathered as to why 
procedures vary in different coun- 
tries. At the meeting, held in 
September, delegates learned that 
we must organize a better method 
of handling international stand- 
ards proposals at home. 


ITT Solves Problems. More than 
300 short-term research projects 
on individual textile mill technical 
problems have been completed 
within the last 23 months for 
member mills at the Institute of 
Textile Technology, Charlottes- 
ville, Va. Typical technical prob- 
lems solved include fiber and an- 
alysis of waste cottons; causes of 
holes in finished cotton sheeting 
and shirting; producing the mos: 
economical blend of spotted and 
tinged cottons with white cotton in 
order to maintain sales color in 
the blend; difficulties in merceriz- 
ing and dyeing irrigated cotton, 
dye affinity of blended yarns; size 
analysis of warp yarns; testing 
uniformity of laps, sliver, roving, 
and yarn; and testing duck for 
mildew susceptibility.

Expanded Use of Felt. The pub- 
licity committee of The Felt As- 
sociation discussed plans recently 
for taking care of the increased de- 
mand for felt by the needle trades 
and apparel manufacturers. Re- 
cent showings of well-known de- 
signers reveal a much more wide- 
spread use of felt than in any fall- 
winter season previews in several 
years, indicating an improved po- 
sition for many industrial activi- 
ties related to the felt trade. 


Knitting Construction Patented. 
A patent has been issued to Wil- 
liam Nebel, Nebel Knitting Co., 
Charlotte, N. C., for an “Ankle 
and High Splice Structure in Full- 
Fashioned Stocking and Method 
of Making the Same.” The inven- 
tion relates to means for produc- 
ing a full-fashioned stocking in 
which the leg narrowings extend 
into the high spliced heel, wherein 
the narrowings and widenings oc- 
cur during the knitting of the high 
spliced heel and produces an orna- 
mental heel which is broader at

the market—but this may not apply to textiles now. 
Ackley’s prediction is for prosperity in soft goods and 
inflation in hard goods for coming months. 





Add it all up, said Bob Jackson of 
ACMI, and there may not be a cotton 
surplus. Estimates indicate 3 - 3.F 
million bales carryover at picking 
time next year. This is less than the 
average carryover for the last few 
years; it is merely a working stock. 
Action of the farmers in warehousing 
on loans can change our apparent 
surplus into another shortage. The 


implication is that prices on raw cotton may be on 
the way up, and the economic structure may change 
accordingly. 


What we need, said Gardner Ackley, 
of OPS, is a new system of flexible 
indirect controls—a type which 
would avoid the dictatorial aspects of 
direct controls while overcoming the 
sluggishness of consumer credit con- 
trols and taxes. Meanwhile, both di- 
rect and indirect controls must be 
used. OPS policy is to reduce ceilings 
whenever there is a price decline in 


It’s been a bad year, according to D. 
R. LaFar, Jr., retiring president of the 
association. There has been over- 
production, low prices, bureaucratic 
bungling, and some drifting from the 
flock in the carded yarn business. In- 
dividuals and the association have 
cooperated with OPS in trying to 
establish yarn prices, but without 
too much success. OPS has, generally,

failed to understand the facts for the industry. He sees, 
however, hope for the coming year in terms of more 
stable prices and a change in the political picture.

“Textile Workshop” at LTI, The 
Lowell Textile Institute’s first an- 
nual “Textile Workshop” session 
was concluded on August 31. The 
Workshop course, of six weeks 
duration, was inaugurated at the 
request of the textile industry to 
furnish a comprehensive study of 
the manufacturing, processing, 
and merchandising techniques of 
modern textile operations. Several 
specialists from the textile and al- 
lied fields were on the roster of 
lecturers, and the sessions were 
attended by executives, super- 


visors, and research personnel 
from companies in various parts of 
the U. S. The course was sponsored 
by the Lowell Textile Institute Re- 
search Foundation. 


New Tube for Calculators. The 
cathode ray tube storage system 
developed by Professor F. C. Wil- 
liams, noted English radar expert, 
is being introduced by Internation- 
al Business Machines Corporation 
into electronic calculators. In the 
cathode ray storage system, infor- 
mation is stored in the form of 
dots and dashes on the face of the 
tube in a manner similar to the 
projection of a picture on a tele- 
vision tube. The information is 
communicated from the tube to the 
electronic computer in a few mil- 
lionths of a second by passing the 
cathode ray beam over the same 
area. As many as 2,048 items of in- 
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formation have been stored on a 
cathode ray tube with a 24 square- 
inch screen. 


Military Consumes 1/10 of Cot- 
ton. Approximately 10 to 12 per 
cent of total cotton consumption is 
now in military uses, according to 
estimates. The military demand for 
cotton goods is expected to move 
upward later in the year as the 
armament program gains greater 
momentum, 


Sales Aid for Retailers. Mandee 
Fabrics, Inc., has developed a lab- 
oratory testing kit as a sales boost- 
er for retailers so that a dramatic 
demonstration can be given cus- 
tomers of the stain repellency fea- 
tures of the new Manduro Plus 
Resist-A-Spot finish. The salesman 
actually drops coffee, cola, or any 
other non-oily staining liquids on 
a swatch of treated fabric and blots 
it off, without a trace of a stain. 
In contrast, when the salesman 
follows the same procedure with 
an untreated swatch, the stain 
penetrates readily into the fabric, 
according to an announcement by 
the company. 


Information on Controlled Ma- 
terials Plan, The U. S. Department 
of Commerce has issued a pamph- 
let, “Questions and Answers on the 
Controlled Materials Plan,” which 
is available from the Office of 
Public Information. Information in 
the publication is intended to an- 
swer the most common questions 
and problems, regarding CMP, 
likely to arise in many industrial 
plants. 


Coated Fabric Shipments. Ship- 
ments of plastic-coated fabrics for 
the first six months of 1951 totaled 
20,808,439 linear yards as com- 
pared with 16,460,400 yards in the 
same period last year. Pyroxylin- 
coated fabric shipments for the 
first six months of 1951 totaled 22,- 
109,452 linear yards compared with 
18,709,475 yards in the same period

THE NEWS IN TEXTILES

ECA Teams 


DURING the years since World 

War II, the textile industry 
has experienced a rash of foreign 
“teams.” This has, of course, 
worked both ways, because we in 
this country have sent groups to 
England, Japan, and other coun- 
tries, while at the same time these 
and other countries have sent mis- 
sions to America. What we are 
worried about at the moment is 
the latter phase of this trans- 
oceanic visiting. 

Someone has said that never be- 
fore in the history of the world 
has the victor nation borne the ex- 
penses of rebuilding the van- 
quished. Back in the days of 
Genghis Khan, and even as late as 
1918, it was considered appropri- 
ate that the nation which won the 
war would receive some type of 
“indemnity” from those who were 
unfortunate enough to lose it. The 
method of extracting this _in- 
demnity has varied a great deal 
through the course of history, but 
it was not until the years following 
World War II that the entire com- 
plexity of the situation changed, 
and the victor and the vanquished 
changed places. 

Partially as a result of this about 
face, the United States organized 
the Economic Cooperation Admin- 
istration. We do not intend here to 
debate the merits or the demerits 
of ECA. Its proponents say that in 
a shattered world it brought some 
measure of economic stability to 
friend and foe alike, and that in 
doing this it evidenced the high de- 
gree of humanism with which the 
American people have always 
been characterized.

Opponents of ECA, on the other 
hand, say that all it did was to 
take your money and my money 
and give it to a lot of people we 
had been fighting only a _ short 
time ago, and that when these peo- 
ple got it they laughed up their 
sleeves at us and proceeded to see 
that quite a bit of our largesse fil- 
tered behind the Iron Curtain. 

But one thing ECA has done 
which we in the textile industry 
might view with considerable 
concern is the sponsoring of 
foreign textile missions from Eng- 
land, from France, from Germany, 
and for all we know, from the 
heathen tribes of the Congo. The 
purpose of this operation was 
clean-cut: It was simply to show 
the textile industries of other na- 
tions how we managed to produce 
the best cloth in the world, at the 
highest wage rates, and still keep 
our prices competitive; and that 
explains how it came to pass that 
the people of all these other na- 
tions have been flocking through 
American textile mills with their 
pencils and little notebooks.

From the laber = standpoint, 
someone in a very high place has 
evidently been alert in seeing that 
the visiting firemen were well in- 
doctrinated in the American sys- 
tem of unionization. A _ recent 
French team was thoroughly sati- 
ated through visits to union head- 
quarters, observing at an arbitra- 
tion, etc. 

It is easy, of course, for those 
people or those nations who are 
well off to sit smugly back and let 
the rest of the world go by. It 
seems to us, however, that if we 
are going to take American tax 
money to rebuild other countries, 
then we in the textile industry are 
going to have to preserve for our- 
selves such know-how as we may 
now possess. No manufacturer in 
Bombay, in Lille, in Lancashire or 
even in the Congo, is going to pay 
weavers and spinners what we pay 
them in this country. In most of 
these places they are not even go- 
ing to pay them one-fifth of what 
we pay. 

Combined with all this is the un-

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deniable fact that the administra- 
tion is definitely bent on reducing 
tariffs of all types down to the ir- 
reducible minimum. 

Those in authority in Washing- 
ton do not seem nearly as anxious 
to remove restrictions which for- 
eign nations have placed on 
American imports as they are to 
remove our restrictions. A case in 
point seems to be the Cuban situa- 
tion which has resulted in almost 
outlawing American-made goods in 
Cuba. 

So there the circle is complete. 
The government is trying to im- 
prove the productivity of the tex- 
tile industries of foreign nations 
so that they might more readily 
compete with us, and at the same 
time they are insisting upon low- 
ering our protective tariffs so that 
more of these goods can be brought 
into America. To this writer there 
is little question as to who is pay- 
ing the cost of this maneuver. It is 
the approximately one million tex- 
tile employees in the United States. 

(The editors are fully aware that 
the foregoing discussion by TI's 
correspondent touches on a con- 
troversial question; comments on 
the subject are invited.—Eds. ) 


Government Buying of 
Textiles 


Not long ago it was proposed 
that since the textile industry was 
in somewhat of a slump (slump is 
a mild word for it) that the gov- 
ernment should step in and start 
heavy purchases through the 
Quartermaster Corps which would 
have the effect of stimulating the 
market. It was also explained that 
while prices were low, it was ex- 
tremely appropriate for the Quar- 
termaster to buy large yardages of 
goods. 

From a selfish standpoint, this 
may be good reasoning, but it is 
certainly not good reasoning from 
the standpoint of the American na- 
tion. No one could recommend this 
action if he is also urging the con- 
tinuation of the free enterprise 
system. For the Quartermaster to 
step in and buy textiles in order to 
strengthen the market is one more 
step in the wrong direction. It 
would be one more step toward 
subsidization of industry. 

The taxpayers now have mil-

lions of eggs stored in caves, egzs 
which will never see the grease of 
a frying pan; but they are eggs 
which the American taxpayers 
have bought with hard-earned 
money. They have bought millions 
of pounds of potatoes and other 
crops, and the end is not yet. To 
suggest now that they buy cotton 
textiles to strengthen the mills is 
to play directly into the hands of 
those who would like to see this 
economy follow the path blazed by 
England. 

No one can quarrel with the fact 
that the Quartermaster Corps 
should whenever possible place its 
orders when prices are low. That 
is only good business; but it is 
quite another matter to say or 
even to think that when the de- 
mand for a particular product 
slacks off, the government should 
step in and make purchases in or- 
der to help out. To argue the other 
side of the question is to dig a hole 
without thinking of a way to get 
out of it. If the government should 
buy cotton textiles to bolster the 
market, then why should it not ai- 
so buy television sets, automobiles, 
and living room furniture? 


Tent Convention 


There is little or no connection 
between foreign missions, govern- 
ment buying, and conventions, but 
to wind up this column, it may be 
of some interest to pass on to our 
readers that a few weeks ago a 
novel type of convention was held 
in New England. We have attended 
conventions which were held in 
some of the lushest hotels on the 
continent, and we have also at- 
tended them in hotels which were 
not quite so good, but the 33rd an- 
nual meeting of the New England 
Awning and Tent Manufacturers 
Association set a standard which 
will be hard for other organiza- 
tions to attain. 

The catch is that the tent manu- 
facturers took their product to 
heart and held a part of their 
meeting in, of course, a tent. This 
is a new practice as far as this 
writer's memory goes, but it has 
some splendid possibilities. Print 
cloth mills could gather under a 
canopy of print cloth, and denim 
mills would have an even more 
substantial cover against the ele- 
ments. There are a great many 
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possibilities. There is even a 
rumor going around that the 
hosiery manufacturers are consid- 
ering some radical change in their 
convention plans.

THIS ISSUE each year is devoted 

chiefly to equipment and 
supplies made available during the 
previous year which may help to 
advance the productive efficiency 
of the textile industry. This year it 
might be interesting to examine 
briefly some of the more important 
and interesting changes that have 
occurred in the industry in the 
past 20 years. 

In 1931 the textile industry 
(especially cotton) was almost 
prostrate. Whereas industry gen- 
erally was in a depressed condi- 
tion, most businesses outside of 
textiles had enjoyed unusual pros- 
perity up until 1929 or ’30, and in 
1931 the depression found many 
industries with comfortable re- 
serves for riding out a panic. This 
was not true of the textile indus- 
try, and particularly the cotton 
branch of it. 

In 1931 the cotton textile indus- 
try was reaching the end of its de- 
pression, which started about 
1924. While few cotton mills had 
much money, those which were 
still running in 1931 were general- 
ly staffed with managements hard- 
ened to the uses of adversity and 
capable of operating under de- 
pressed conditions. Liquidations 
had already eliminated most mills 
incapable of survival, and the in- 
dustry was therefore in a very 
favorable position to take advan- 
tage of any improvements in gen- 
eral business conditions. Cotton 
mill managements for generations 
had been afflicted with over-con- 
servatism regarding the develop- 
ment and acceptance of improved 
manufacturing methods, but the 
past 20 years have seen a very de- 
cisive change in that attitude. 

Much of this change has prob- 
ably been due to the movement of 
the cotton textile industry to the 
South, where mills were less 
hampered by traditions than in 
New England. The New England 
textile industry was originally

largely managed by superintend- 
ents and overseers imported from 
England and already thoroughly 
experienced in methods largely 
resembling the laws of the Medes 
and the Persians in that they 
changed not. Many of the cotton 
mills built in the South in the 
early days of the industry were 
managed by northerners with mill 


mandatory. Rising wage costs con- 
stantly force management to seek 
mechanical means of getting more 
done with less labor. This is of 
course the only way in which high 
wages can long be maintained. 

In 1931, after the long depres- 
sion in the textile industry, its 
wage scales were at a pitifully low 
level. Between 1924 and 1929, 
when inflation was pushing wages 
constantly upward in most indus- 
tries, and to fantastic heights in 
some, depression in the textile in- 
dustry had been gradually forc- 
ing wages downward. The general 
depression which began in 1929 
was precipitated largely by wage 
disparities throughout the country.

experience — likewise traditions. 
With the rapid shift of cotton mill 
production from the North to the 
South, a whole new crop of man- 
agement had to be developed, and 
these new men were much less 
bound by tradition than the old- 
timers of the industry. 

Some of the great progress we 
have made has indeed been forced 
on the industry by changing con- 
ditions. Single process picking, for 
example, which began to come into 
favor about 1931, was a notable 
labor-saving proposition, and so 
was long draft card room equip- 
ment. The stiff wage increases 
which came with the New Deal 
made these labor savings almost 
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At one end of the scale were 
laborers like bricklayers and steel- 
makers, getting three to four dol- 
lars an hour, and the textile in- 
dustry was probably at the bot- 
tom of this scale, with cotton mills 
paying as little as ten cents an 
hour for labor. The millions of peo- 
ple making from ten to twenty- 
five cents an hour were unable to 
buy the products of other millions 
making from three to 30 times as 
much as they did. 

The administration which came 
into power in 1933, having no 
ideas as to how to reconcile these 
income disparities, decided to 
solve the problem by generating an

TWO SLUBBERS and a picker 

were the only used machines 
to be installed in Veteran Mills 
near Calhoun, Ga., when under 
construction in 1946. All of the 
other machinery was new. 

This worried C. M. Jones, pres- 
ident and manager of the north 
Georgia cotton yarn mill, built and 
manned by veterans of World War 
II. While he had been quite suc- 
cessful in obtaining new equipment 
for his plant, Mr. Jones had been 
unable to locate the picker and 
two slubbers required to complete 
his machinery layout. So it was 
necessary for him to purchase a 
used picker and two 1920-model 
slubbers. 

Especially was Mr. Jones con- 
cerned over having to utilize the 
second hand slubbers. He knew 
that they would be placed in a

room with all new machinery, and 
for that reason he was afraid that 
the slubber operators would not 
take the same pride in their ma- 
chines and keep them as neat and 
clean as other machine operatives 
in the room. 

Certainly there was something 
that could be done to overcome 
this problem. The slubbers were 
in excellent mechanical condition, 
so only the matter of appearance 
needed attention. 

It occurred to Mr. Jones that 
chromium plating of certain of the 
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slubber parts and painting of the 
remainder might provide a solu- 
tion. Consequently, the shipper 
levers, top clearer covers, front 
panels, bolster rail casings, spindle 
drive casings, gearing covers, and 
sliding doors on the head end were 
sent to a nearby plating plant to be 
chromium plated. 

In the meantime, a fresh coat of 
paint was applied to the frames, 
so that when the chrome-plated 
parts were returned to the mill and 
placed on the frames they looked 
like new as indicated in the accom- 
panying photo. 

“The chromium plating has paid 
for itself time and again,” declared 
Mr. Jones enthusiastically. “Our 
slubber operators take good care 
of their machines and keep them 
neat and clean, just as all other 
machine operators in our mill.” 
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Strip Lighting 


provides high level illumination 


A NEW LIGHTING SYSTEM has 

been installed in Robinson 
Mills, Inc., at Dallas, N. C., manu- 
facturers of combed cotton yarns. 
It is a design particularly well 
adapted to mill illumination, for it 
not only provides a high level of 
evenly distributed light over wide 
areas, but it is particularly easy 
to keep the tubes and fixtures free 
of fly, lint, and dirt. 

The new system, which replaces 
outmoded, 150-watt, incandescent 
fixtures in the winding, twisting, 
and spinning rooms, is made up of 
continuous strips of fluorescent 
tubes, 8 ft in length. The sections 
are each rated at 85 watts, and 
only one ballast is used for every 
two tubes. 

The fixtures to which the tubes 
are attached are thin troughs of 
white sheet metal. The exposed 
base of the trough gives a reflective 
surface for the light, and the in- 
side serves as a channel] for the 
wiring. No wiring is exposed. The 
fixtures are supported by ceiling 
hangers so that the tubes are 12 
ft from the floor. 

The tubes are run the full width 
of the rooms and are spaced on 8 
ft centers in winding and twisting 
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and 12 ft centers in spinning. Each 
line of tubes is controlled by a sep- 
arate: switch so that the level of 
lighting may be adjusted by turn- 
ing on only those lines needed. 

The Lithonia strip lighting comes 
on instantaneously when the switch 
is flipped. Also, when a tube fails, 
there is no flicker and flash; the 
light just fades away.

Accurate comparison of the new 
lighting level and the old is im- 
possible, for when the old was test- 
ed with a standard light meter, the 
reading was too small to determine. 
The light meter now shows 30 
foot-candles at working level. 

The excellent lighting level is 
partially attributable to refinished 
floors in all three rooms. Floors 
were sanded twice, given a pene- 
trating seal, gone over with steel 
wool, and then covered with a sur- 
face sealer. The areas under 
frames were painted yellow. The 
bright floors raise the lighting lev- 
el and help spread the light evenly. 

James C. Parrish, superintend- 
ent of Robinson Mills, feels that 
the new lighting has two impor- 
tant advantages over the conven- 
tional two tube and reflector fix- 
tures. First, the total cost of the 
installation was about half what it 
would have been for other types of 
fixtures giving the same lighting 
level; and second, maintenance is 
simplified. The tubes and fixtures 
can be cleaned from the floor with 
a brush. More thorough cleaning 
will not be required often during 
the 8000-hour life (expected) of 
each of the tubes.

DYE MIXING ROOM. To facilitate control of 
the dyehouse operations, the dye mixing room 
was located on the mezzanine adjacent to the 
boss dyer’s office. Directly behind the mixing 
room is a neatly arranged drug room where 
the dyestuffs are weighed out (photo on page 
129). In the photo at the left a battery of mixing tanks is shown in position to dump dye solutions 
into bowls for distribution via transparent glass pipes to dye kettles on the floor below. Looped 
hoses are steam connections. Water hoses can also be seen. Close-up of one of the mixing tanks 
appears above. Note wheels with arrangement for locking them in position; also coupling for at- 
taching steam hose. Upright screw handle ‘(upper left) is release valve for dumping solutions out 
of tank into dye line. At lower left the stainless steel screen on the dye line entry bowl is visible 
Photos on opposite page show dye lines.

TRANSPARENT GLASS PIPES for con- 
ducting dye solutions to kettles on floor below 
are shown in these photos. The picture above 
was made by a camera on the main dyehouse 
floor focused at the front of the dye mixing 
room on the mezzanine above. Note the pipe 
leading from the bowl at the extreme right; it appears black while all of the others are trans- 
parent. The reason for this is that the dye solution is flowing by gravity through it to a dyeing 
machine on the floor below (see photo at right). In extreme lower portion of photo dye solution 
can be seen pouring from swing head into the left side of a specially designed funnel from which 
it flows into the dye machine. When all of the dye solution has been run into the machine, the 
swing head is turned through an angle of 180 degrees ‘to dump into the right side of the funnel) 
so dye line can be washed out with water.

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Wool Stock Handling Mechanized

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AT A LARGE, progressive south- 
ern woolen mill, emphasis 
is placed on minimum manual 
handling of wool raw stock from 
scouring to the card room. Scoured 
wool is taken from a scouring 
train by conveyor belt and de- 
livered to a dryer hopper which 
feeds the dryer (oven type). Dried 
stock is fed to another conveyor 
belt located at the end of the 
dryer, and a fan picks up the stock 
and dumps it into an 8,000-lb 
storage bin. Some scoured stock is 
baled for inventory and future 
use, but stock tagged for im- 
mediate use is taken in “sheets” 
to the dye house kettles. 
Dyed stock is taken from the 
dye kettles by overhead hoists and 
delivered to the dryer by a feeder

Sig for Bending Back - Pickers 


THE THREE important factors to 

consider when it becomes 
necessary to replace a worn, dam- 
aged, or broken back picker, are 
length, proper height in relation to 
slider butts when in picking posi- 
tion, and correct width of picking 
lips. 

When a back picker is correct in 
length, the inner end should barely 
clear the cylinder when it contacts 
the slider butts and begins to move 
downward. When a back picker is 
set to correct height, in picking po- 
sition, the slider butts should just 
pass under the picker lips with 
about 1/64-inch clearance. 

Picker lips are usually correct in 
width since back pickers are made 
to fit the various machines accord- 
ing to diameter, number of needles 
and gauge, and should be ordered

from the machine builders accord- 
ingly. Few new pickers are of cor- 
rect picking height when first in- 
stalled. Usually, they must be bent 
up or down to obtain the proper 
setting. 

Pickers can be bent in a number 
of ways; the method used is unim- 
portant; the results obtained are 
important. The jig (shown in the 
illustration) was designed to sim- 
plify the job of bending pickers, 
save time walking back and forth 
from work bench to machine, and 
eliminate some of the guess work. 

The device is made of a piece of 


34” square cold rolled steel bar, two 
inches long overall. The bar has a 
13/32” x 3%” slot (which can be 
cut on a milling machine) in the 
center as shown in the sketch. Four 
holes are drilled and tapped for 
10/32 x 4%” square head hardened 
set screws. A hole is drilled in the 
center of the milled slot to accom- 
modate the pivot pin as shown to 
complete the jig. The dimensions 
are shown. 

The two set screws, A and B 
(nearest the pivot pin), serve as a 
stop. Screws C and D are used to 
bend the picker up or down in the 
straightening operation. A small 
wrench can be used to do the job 
while standing near the machine. 
Anyone who can operate a drill 
press and a milling machine can 
make the jig in about one hour. 





into the hopper to be oiled and 
blended prior to entering the first 
picker. The large hoppers permit 
a sizeable quantity of wool to be 
mixed uniformly in one batch. A 
fan draws the stock through a pipe 
which runs to the second hopper 
(also 10,000-lb capacity) where a 
belt conveyor distributes the stock 
evenly into the second hopper for 
better blending prior to delivering 
the stock to the second picker. An 


oil applicator on the second picker 
can be used to apply additional oil 
to the stock if needed. 

A catwalk along the center of 
the picker hoppers provides easy 
access to all parts of the blending 
equipment there, and guard rails 
around the hoppers add safety in 
that the hoppers are flush with the 
floor level in this part of the mill. 

Three fans are employed to de- 
liver the wool stock through pipes 
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to the card room where it is stored 
in bins provided for each card; 
each of these storage bins holds 
5000 lb of stock. 

The wool mix is manually de- 
posited into the hoppers by the 
operatives after the ratio of stock 
in the mix has been predetermined. 
The hoppers are equipped with 
slat aprons in the bottom, and they 
operate the same as conventional 
type feeder hoppers. 
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NACM Convention in Swampscott 


New England cotton and rayon mill executives at 
their association’s annual meeting 


--resolred to maintain their mills in successful com- 
petitive operation so long as humanly possible; 


--decided to consider a name-change for the present 


association: 


“were urged to find ways to convince employees 
that they should give management their best, willingly 
and cheerfully, in the protection ef their own jobs. 


CONVENING for its 97th annual 

meeting, the National Associ- 
ation of Cotton Manufacturers 
which represents nearly a hundred 
cotton and/or rayon mills in New 
England went on record that the 
textile industry in the area is de- 
termined to maintain successful 
operations, decided to study a 
name-change for the present as- 
sociation or the formation of a new 
association under the proposed 
name of “Northern Textile As- 
sociation,” and heard a report that 
in at least one southern state the 
taxes are consistently higher for 
industry than they are in Massa- 
chusetts. 

The meeting was held at 
Swampscott, Mass., September 13- 
14. Officers elected for the en- 
suing year were: president, Wil- 
liam F. Sullivan; Ist vice-presi- 
dent, Frank W. Lyman; and 2nd 
vice-president, Lawton S. Brayton. 

Highlights of the meeting were 
as follows: 


To Remain Competitive (Resolu- 
tion). “Member mills of associa- 
tion agree and resolve to maintain 
mills in successful competitive op- 
eration in New England so long as 
humanly possible; to continue to 
improve management, technolog- 
ical and marketing methods and 
procedures.” The introduction to 
this resolution pointed out that the 
factors which have placed the New 
England textile industry at a dis- 
advantage are within the control 
of the people of the area, and did 
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Staff Report 


not arise from any inevitable or 
unalterable causes. 


Name-Change. The board of 
government of the association sug- 
gested consideration of the contro- 
versial question of a change in the 
name of the association. Alterna- 
tives given were no _ change, 
change of name to “Northern Tex- 
tile Association,” or the creation 
of a wholly owned subsidiary as- 
sociation with a regional name and 
the retention of the present as- 
sociation and name. 

Under the by-laws of the as- 
sociation, final action cannot be 
made on the proposal until the 
next meeting of the association, 
which may be held during the win- 
ter. 


The Tax Situation. Joseph P. 
Healey, executive director of 
Special Commission on Taxation 
for Massachusetts, reported in a 
study made of taxes, that the one 
fsouthern] state used in the com- 
parison which levied consistently 
higher taxes than Massachusetts 
was North Carolina. “Threc- 
fourths of the corporations in the 
sample would have higher tax 
bills in Charlotte than they have 
in Massachusetts . . . Despite a 3% 
retail sales tax, which was not 
taken into consideration, it costs 
more in state and local taxes for a 
corporation to operate in North 
Carolina than in Massachusetts.” 


Mr. Healey then concluded his 
report of studies made on taxation 
by advising that “there is no tax 
advantage in the industrialized 
areas of the South, and any busi- 
ness man who goes South on the 
basis of a tax concession alone is 
making a long-run mistake.” 


On Unions and Job Protection. 
Seabury Stanton, president of 
Hathaway Manufacturing Com- 
pany, emphasized that textile em- 
ployees, their union representa- 
tives, and the general public must 
be made to realize that New Eng- 
land mills which represent on!y 
20% of the industry cannot con- 
tinue to operate indefinitely in an 
area where, as a result of higher 
wages and lower productivity per 
operative, labor costs are sub- 
stantially greater than those of 
80% of the industry located in 
other areas. 

Mr. Stanton, addressing his re- 
marks to management, said that 
“we must find ways to convince 
them [employees] that they 
should give us their best, willing- 
ly and cheerfully, in the protec- 
tion of their own jobs. The unions 
must be made to realize that the 
interests of their members are 
synonymous with ours, and that 
they should urge their members to 
help us get the most out of the 
$16,000 worth of plant and equip- 
ment which, on the average, is the 
investment behind each and every 
one of the 70,000 textile workers in 
New England.”

Natural gas is used for fuel, and it 
is rated at 1000 btu/cu ft. Specific 
gravity of the gas is .6.

Safety Features, The boiler is 
fully automatic and has knock-off 
devices for water level in the 
boiler, gas pressure, and tempera- 
ture. A blow-off tank is situated 
underground near the boiler house. 
It is approximately 3 feet by 4 feet 
in length and is vented. When 
boiler tubes are blown off, the ex- 
haust goes into this tank and does 
not create a hazard as it would if 
it were blown outside. A con- 
densate drain is provided in the 
blow-off tank. 

A 10,000-gallon oil storage tank 
was placed underground nearby 
for use on a stand-by basis, should 
the supply of gas be temporarily 
shut off for several days. A gauge 
in the boiler room indicates the 
number of gallons of fuel in the oli 
tank at all times. 

The management at Wehadkee 
expects the investment to be 
amortized in from five to seven 
years.

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Southern Hosiery Men Meet 


See Tough Competition Ahead 


Staff Report 

FOR THE FIRST time in 18 years, 

rain—vatying from a drizzle 
to a downpour—stopped all but the 
most ardent golfers and _ skeet 
shooters at the annual convention 
of the Southern Hosiery Manufac- 
turers’ Association, held in Roan- 
oke, Virginia, Sept. 13th and 14th. 
And while the weather may have 
had a little to do with it, the out- 
look for business prospects in the 
field, as expressed by the speakers 
and the hosiery manufacturers in 
conversation, reflected little of the 
rosy glow displayed at the past 
two meetings. The trouble is 
prices. 

Recent price cuts past and ex- 
pected price cuts ahead never add 
to the gayety of a manufacturers’ 
convention. However, there was no 
air of discouragement, merely a 
feeling that the hosiery business 
can look forward to an era of 
tough competition in which every 
effort must be made to apply the 
already known but infrequently 
applied principles of efficient plant 
cperation. 

There was considerable interest 
shown in costs of manufacturing. 
A report by Joseph J. Bird of 
Standard Hosiery Mills, entitled 
“The Importance of Computing 
Costs,” pointed out that few 
hosiery mills use standard meth- 
ods for computing costs, and as a 
result, they frequently end the 
year thinking they have done well, 
when they have actually lost mon- 
ey. Such a state can last but a few 
years—and proper pricing is im- 
possible. 

The Southern Hosiery Manufac- 
turers’ Association, through a 
special committee, has made a de- 
tailed study of costing methods ap- 
plicable to hosiery mills, and it 
was recommended that members 
make full use of copies available 
to them. 


More efficient plant operation said to be means by 


which mills will be able to remain competitive. 


Wert Faulkner, president of the 
Virginia Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and general manager of James 
Lees & Sons Company, spoke to the 
group on “Industrial Relations.” 
The foreman, he said, is the key 
man, He must be sold on his or- 
ganization and sell it to the men 
below him. He gave a number of 


examples of the success his com- 
pany has had in selling itself to the 
employees. 

Taylor R. Durham, president and 
secretary, gave his annual report 
on the first night of the meeting. 
He said that there are many en-

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“Inventory Indigestion.” On the 
brighter side is the fact that pro- 
ductivity per man hour has in- 
creased 12% in a year. Also, the 
bulk of the hosiery manufacture is 
moving South as indicated by the 
fact that 69% of the hosiery ma- 
chinery produced in 1950 was 
shipped to that area. The South 
now has 53% of the full-fashioned 
production and 78.5% of the seam- 
less. 

As to prices, Mr. Durham point- 


ed out that there is certainly no 
current need for price controls in 
the hosiery industry, and he 
recommended that price controls 
be removed from any industry 
where prices are below ceilings. 
The second session of the con- 
vention featured a paper by C. M. 
Knoblauch, plant manager of Dur- 
ham Hosiery Mills, which gave 
some valuable information on 
methods of training fixers and the 
importance of cooperation between 


fixers and knitters. 

J. E. Baker, president of Baker- 
Cammack Hosiery Mills, presented 
the report of the Men’s and Chil- 
dren’s Division, and this was fol- 
lowed by a talk by W. H. Ruffin, 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, and presi- 
dent of Erwin Mills, Inc. 

James W. Arrington, mayor of 
Collins, Mississippi, was the speak- 
er at the banquet held on the final 
night of the convention.

New Pre-Opeper 
and Cleaner 


The new Superior pre-opener and 
cleaner is for use between feed 
hoppers and feed aprons delivering 
to regular cleaning lines. It is said 
to completely open and pre-clean the 
small amount of cotton (100 to 250 
lb) delivered by each hopper in the 
battery so that machines in the regu- 
lar cleaning lines do more cleaning 
and cause less staple breakage. It 
occupies three feet, two inches of 
space between the hoppers and the 
side frame of the apron.

A method of dyeing piece goods in 
hot oil, developed by General Dye- 
stuff Corporation, utilizes a slightly 
modified Williams Unit. The process 
is recommended for dyeing vat colors, 
sulphur colors, and other types of 
dyestuffs. The following advantages 
are claimed: More economical handl- 
ing of short runs; better shading; 
better appearance of dyed material; 
greater stability of dyestuffs; de- 
crease in time required for develop- 
ment. 

Vat colors are applied by padding, 
drying the material in a _ hot-flue, 
passing the cloth through one Wil- 
liams unit containing caustic soda and 
hydrosulphite and then into a Wil- 
liams unit containing a white mineral 
oil at 215 F. The oil absorbed by the 
cloth is removed by passage through

A completely automatic 5” 60- 
needle, 10 gauge knitting machine 
has been developed to make a heavy 
weight sock with terry stitch 
throughout, meeting army require- 
ments for a sock that will keep feet 
dry and comfortable under extreme 
conditions of either wet or dry cold.

Low-Twist Filament Yarn 
Evenness Can Be 
Measured Accurately 


A device has been developed which 
now makes it possible to measure ac- 
curately the evenness of linear den- 
sity in low-twist filament yarns. 

Known as the “Rotafil” unit, it 
twists and rotates the yarn as it is 
measured by conventional electronic 
testers and then removes the twist. 
This is done with the use of a simple 
false-twisting tube with accurately 
set guides. In this way, the form 
factor is eliminated by increasing the 
number of flats and edges in the 
pick-up area and by keeping that 
number relatively constant through 
rotating the yarn on its axis as it is 
drawn through the pick-up element.

Staff Report 


THE AMERICAN CHEMICAL 
SOCIETY, largest profes- 
sional association of scientists 
in the world, celebrated its Dia- 
mond Jubilee in New York re- 
cently. The epochal event was 
accorded special honors by the 
U. S. Post Office which issued 
an ACS commemorative stamp. 
Twenty divisions of the So- 
ciety, made up of 17,000 chem- 
ists and chemical engineers, 
listened to 724 technical papers 
which were delivered during the 
four days marking the jubilee. 
Nine papers applying to tex- 
tiles were featured at a sym- 
posium of the Division of Cellu- 
lose Chemistry. The papers cov- 
ered such grounds as: macr>- 
molecular structure of wool, 
fundamentals of dyeing cellu- 
lose fibers, stabilization of col- 
ton fabrics against shrinkage in 
laundering, modification of vis- 
cose fiber properties to achieve 
dimensional stability, and in- 
fluence of fiber properties and 
fabric structure on dimensional 
stability of wool fabrics. 

Also, liveliness of fabrics as 
related to fiber properties, lus- 
ter as related to molecular 
structure of fibers, fundamen- 
tals of flame retardency, and 
infra-red barriers (metallic 
finishes) in clothing from 
physiological and _ practical 
points of view were discussed. 

Some of the scientists are de- 
voted to the chemistry of tex- 
tiles, and the gist of their tech- 
nical papers is presented here: 


Peter Alexander, Chester 
Beatty Research Institute, Royal 
Cancer Hospital, London, speak- 
ing of the “Macromolecular 
Structure of Wool,” stated that 
90 per cent of the wool fiber 
can be brought into solution by 
peracetic acid. One of the solu- 
ble components is alpha-Kera- 
tose, which is capable of being 
regenerated into a fiber giving 
an x-ray picture almost iden- 
tical with that of native wool. 
The alpha-Keratose has a high 
molecular weight as determined 


from ultracentrifuge, electro- 
phoretic, and light scattering 
studies. 


H. R. McCleary, Calco Chem- 
ical Division, American Cyana- 
mid Co., discussed “Funda- 
mentals of Dyeing Cellulose 
Fibers.” Highly oriented rayon 
fiber dyes more slowly than 
non-oriented fiber, he said. The 
spinning bath influences the 
dyeing quality of viscose ray- 
ons. Here, variations in the skin 
and core of the filaments occur. 
Thick-skinned rayon filament 
has a slower dyeing absorption 
than filament with a thin skin. 
The optical properties of dye 
and fiber must be taken into 
account for purposes of color 
matching. Very fine fibers scat- 
ter more light than coarse 
fibers. 


Jack Epelberg, Cluett, Pea- 
body & Co., Inc., covered the 
subject of “Modification of Vis- 
cose Fiber Properties to Achieve 
Dimensional Stability.”” The ex- 
istence of cross bonds in the 
molecular structure of viscose 
rayon modified by various 
shrinkproofing treatments has 
been proven, he repeated. Cross 
bonds prevent the separation of 
molecular chains, thus reducing 
the imbition of fibers in water 
and consequent swelling. De- 
creased swelling changes the de- 
gree of accessibility dye has to 
fiber. The fiber also will ex- 
hibit an increased ability to re- 
cover from deformation. 


Herman Bogaty. Harris Re- 
search Laboratories, spoke of 
the “Influence of Fiber Proper- 
ties and Fabric Structure on 
Dimensional Stability of Wool 
Fabrics.” Felting is decreased 
when the structure of knitted 
or woven wool fabrics is made 
tighter and more densely 
packed. Laundering stability 
can be achieved by using lighter 
textures, yarns of higher twist, 
heavier yarns, and firmer 
weaves. These factors are oper- 
able for wool chemically treated 
for shrink resistance as well as 
untreated wool.

inflation which would permit the 
raising of low-bracket wages with- 
out the essential reduction of the 
over-stuffed wage rates. We have 
therefore been living for 18 years 
in an atmosphere of inflation, and 
all of our business plans have had 
to be accommodated to this fact. 
The inflation which was started as 
a little innocent “pump-priming” 
to get commerce flowing again, 
has now become fixed national 
policy, and we may expect to see 
it continued until our fiscal struc- 
ture crashes of its own weight. 

While there is no way to circum- 
vent inflation if it is accepted as a 
national policy by government, the 
only means of trying to partially 
circumvent it is to increase pro- 
duction per hour of labor, and this, 
the cotton textile industry has 
rather successfully been doing for 
the past 20 years. 

Beginning in the opening room, 
the cotton mills have installed 
blending and cleaning equipment 
to permit the use of mechanically 
harvested cotton, which can be 
gathered with a much lower labor 
cost than the hand-picked staple. 
In the picker room, the single 
process systems have reduced 
labor costs as much as 75 to 85 
per cent. 

In the card room, there have 
been similar economies through 
long draft equipment. With better 
blending and better pickers, it has 
often been possible to operate one 
process of drawing where two or 
three processes were formerly 
considered necessary. 

In the spinning rooms, the large 
package spinning frames are re- 
ducing doffing costs and lost 
frame time. When it is remem- 
bered that in 1911 spinning frames 
cost about $1.75 to $2.00 a spindle, 
and in 1931, about $7.00 or $8.00 a 
spindle, and in 1951, about $35.00 
a spindle, it is easy to see how 
these better performing machines

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spinner received ten cents an hour 
for operating it. 

Inflation has therefore forced 
many economies—which is about 
the only good thing that can be 
said about inflation. 

Improvements in the spooling 
and warping departments do not 
properly belong in the last 20-year 
bracket, since the tying-in ma- 
chines and the improved spoolers 
and warpers were well-established 
before 1931. Since that time they 
have, of course, become a neces- 
sity in any mill. 

In the slasher room, speeds are 
higher, in general, than 20 years 
ago, and new slashers have recent- 
ly been developed capable of bet- 
ter work at still higher speeds. 

The weave room has also seen a 
good bit of improvement in this 
20-year period, although the big 
jump from the plain loom to the 
automatic loom was taken many 
years ago. Just now, there are very 
interesting loom developments un- 
der way, with higher speeds and 
greater production in sight. The 
archless European looms are weav- 
ing 40” goods at 230 picks a 


minute. If the shuttleless loom is 
fully developed and can be put on 
the market at a competitive price, 
it may revolutionize the weaving 
process. These looms seem to do a 
satisfactory job, but their price is 
so high that they effect no im- 
portant reduction in the cost of 
weaving, and since they are more 
complicated than an _ ordinary 
loom, the operating cost per ma- 
chine is higher. 

These are just some of the more 
obvious of the hundreds of things 
which have happened in the indus- 
try to lower costs, and we are now 
rapidly getting into a period where 
the law of diminishing returns will 
work against further technical im- 
provement. So long as a big in- 
crease in production can be ob- 
tained at a moderate outlay, the 
outlay will be made, but when 
only a moderate increase in pro- 
duction can be obtained by a big 
outlay, there is no reason for mak- 
ing it. 

Few people realize the fabulous 
and incredible increases in pro- 
duction due to the Machine Age. 
All of our present prosperity is 
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based on these production in- 
creases. Well-meaning legislators 
and labor unions have hung, like 
millstones, around the neck of 
progress, which has sought con- 
stantly to better the lot of hu- 
manity by producing more of the 
good things of life with less ef- 
fort. In no field has this progress 
been more fantastic than in tex- 
tiles. 


One girl, in an air conditioned 
mill with fluorescent lighting and 
modern spinning frames, can pro- 
duce as much yarn as ten thousand 
women with hand spinning wheels 
could have spun 200 years ago. 
Furthermore, it is better yarn. This 
is the reason, and the only reason, 
why we can pay the girl $50 for a 
40-hour week, when her counter- 
part in 1751 was fortunate to 
make $50 a year for 72 hours a 
week at a spinning wheel. 

One girl operating a modern 
knitting machine can turn out the 
product of several hundred girls in 
the olden days, and one girl with 
a modern sewing machine can do 
the work which would have re- 
quired several hundred plyers of 
needles. 


But for a satisfactory mechanical 
means of separating the lint from 
the cotton seed, there could never 
have been any cotton textile in- 
dustry in the modern sense. There 
are simply not enough people to 
pick 17 million bales of lint off of 
the seed by hand. Based on the 
methods employed in 1751, there 
would not be enough people in the 
United States to produce the cot- 
ton fabrics now manufactured in 
this country if these people did 
nothing else but produce those fab- 
rics. 


These are the things that have 
made this country powerful and 
prosperous, and if the legislators 
and the labor racketeers will leave 
us alone to enjoy the benefits con- 
ferred by our inventors and ma- 
chine designers, we can become 
ever more prosperous. We may 
have, however, in the textile in- 
dustry come pretty close to the 
end of the road leading to startling 
new developments. We have 
reached the point where if five 
persons can do the work formerly 
requiring six, we look upon this as 
a substantial gain. It is no longer 
possible to hope that five persons 
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may do the work of 50, or 500, or 
5000. Probably in a few years, we 
will be lucky to increase produc- 
tion enough so that nine persons 
can do the work previously done 
by ten, and when these small in- 
creases in efficiency can only be 
obtained with big expenditures, 
very little improvement in pro- 
duction efficiency can be _ ex- 
pected. 

At any time, however, some 
revolutionary new discovery can 
render obsolete millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of equipment, and in a 
highly competitive market like 
textiles, alert manufacturers have 
realized that they cannot stay in 
business with anything but the 
best equipment. Therefore, while 
we can hardly hope to see any 
spectacular developments in the 
next few years, we will certainly S a 
expect aggressive, open-minded, IZING problems, many weavers know 
and alert management to follow by long experience, are most readily

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Selection of Pieker Laps 
a Lap Meter 


for Tests on 


EDITOR TEXTILE INDUSTRIES: 

If someone were to ask the 
average mill superintendent if he 
permitted any sort of selection of 
laps for testing on the Saco-Lowell 
lap meter, he would probably re- 
ply very emphatically in the nega- 
tive. He would probably insist that 
his laps are tested at random. 

If the object of making the tests 
is to determine just what kind of 
laps are going to the card room, 
then we would be inclined to agree 
that random tests should be made, 
and that no prior notice should be 
given the picker room that a test 
was to be made. 

On the other hand, if the pur- 
pose of the test is to try to de- 
termine how a particular picker is 
functioning, then we would like to 
raise some questions as to the ad- 
visability of making a type of se- 
lection without giving the picker 
room advance notice. Of course it 
may be advisable, in order to build 
up records of performance, to test 
all the pickers on a regular sched- 
ule for two or three rounds and 
then make random tests. 

Now some points on the selec- 
tion of a test lap: For normal test- 
ing to obtain a record, we think 
that all tests should be made on 
laps which weigh inside the al- 
lowable tolerance. Laps weighing 
outside this tolerance would, in all 
probability, be handled specially. 
In fact many mills would re-run 
such laps. So unless it is just de- 
sired to see how a sub-standard 
lap varies from yard-to-yard, then 


there is no point in testing such a 
lap. So, there you have one type 
of selection. 

Suppose the first lap which was 
selected for the test happened to 
be a sub-standard lap, on the 
heavy side, The lap would be 
doffed, and the normal procedure 
is to put the lap in the pan on the 
scale and start the picker. Then 
the weight of the lap is noted. 

Usually the picker has already 
been started and is running while 
the lap is being weighed, When it 
is found that the lap is too heavy, 
the proper adjustment is made to 
lighten the lap. However, because 
of the distance from the feed rolls 
to the lap pin on which the new 
lap is being wound, several yards 
of the heavy weight stock will be 
included in this lap. The accom- 
panying chart illustrates such a 
lap. This was a 52-yard lap, and 
would have been a very good lap, 
except for about eight yards on 
the first end of the lap run on the 
picker—the last end tested on the 
lap meter. Now, the point of our 
discussion is, should this lap also 
have been discarded, although the 
total weight was within the per- 
missible tolerance? 

We contend that to get a true 
picture of the performance of the 
picker, then any lap in which an 
adjustment has been made should 
be discarded, so far as the lap 
meter test is concerned. 

Another possible solution would 
be to hold the picker until the lap 
selected for testing has been

weighed. Then if an adjustment is 
necessary, allow the stock to run 
waste on the floor until sufficient 
yardage has been run to get all 
of the previous heavy or light 
weight stock out of the machine. 
The knock-off gears can be reset 
and the stock wound around the 
lap pin and a new lap made. 

If some reader has a_ better 
plan, we would like to see it.

EDITOR TEXTILE INDUSTRIES: 

The 18-24 tooth calender roll 
shaft gear used in the coiler of a 
card is a compound gear and costs 
more than a simple gear. 

The beveled 18-tooth gear wears 
out first, leaving the 24-tooth gear 
as good as it ever was. It is not 
necessary to throw away the entire 
gear. By sawing off the 18-tooth 
gear, the 24-tooth half may be 
saved. Any gear company or ma- 


chine shop can make the beveled 
18-tooth gear to sample for a frac- 
tion of the cost of the entire gear, 
thereby effecting a saving in cost 
and critical material. More than 75 
per cent of the cost of the com- 
pound gear may be saved by re- 
newing the beveled gear instead 
of replacing the entire unit.

Comments on Control Laboratory 


EDITOR TEXTILE INDUSTRIES: 

It is probable that no other de- 
partment of a textile mill can be 
more important than the labora- 
tory. In some of the textile plants, 
the importance of the laboratory 
has already been discovered. Oth- 
ers have not yet realized it, but 
my opinion is that sometime in the 
near future it will be necessary 
for all plants to have an efficient 
testing and control department. 

The word laboratory itself does 
not mean too much. It can imply 
that the different processes of man- 
ufacture are being tested, but it 
does not necessarily mean that the 
cause for bad quality has been 
found and corrected. However, 
when the word laboratory has 
been changed to contro] laboratory 
and made to live up to its mean- 
ing, the entire picture is changed 
and there you have a very impor- 
tant department. 

No department in a textile plant 
is better informed of good or poor 
quality than the laboratory; that 
is, if the laboratory is functioning 
properly. Therefore, it is practical 
for the laboratory to dig into man- 
ufacturing problems and find out 
if the situation can be corrected— 
and if so, show the findings to the 


department head. It is also neces- 
sary that the laboratory accumu- 
late enough data to prove any rec- 
ommended changes. 

In the larger textile plants where 
overseers have several hundred 
employees, the overseers have their 
hands full in handling labor with- 
out having to worry too much 
about the quality of the different 


processes of manufacture. 

If the superintendent of a plant 
wishes to know anything pertain- 
ing to quality, all he has to do is 
to go to the control laboratory and 
there he has a complete picture of 
every process. 

The laboratory also does all 
kinds of experimental work in or- 
der that the most can be obtained

The head of a contro] laboratory 
should be a person having a gen- 
eral knowledge of the plant. He 
must be willing to work, be rea- 
sonable, and willing to cooperate 
with the department heads. It is 
also necessary that he have co- 
operation from the department 
heads. Cooperation between the 
laboratory and the different de- 
partment heads is the greatest as- 
set either can have. 

It is impossible for one labora- 
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tory to tell another just what to 
expect due to the condition of the 
machinery in a plant and due to 
the different kinds of machinery. 
But purpose of the contro] labora- 
tory is to find the necessary ad- 
justments to produce the best re- 
sults on the machinery, from here 
on it is up to each laboratory to 
work out the details.

Elimination of Rubber Waste 
in Bradford-Spun Worsteds 


ONE of the most annoying yarn 
faults experienced by wor- 
sted spinners using Bradford sys- 
tem drawing and spinning is the 
occurrence of “rubber waste” in 
their yarns. This fault appears 
usually as tapering, thick slubs up 
to two inches in length, differing 
from other types of slubs in that 
they are generally dirty and oily in 
appearance and occur in batches 
over several yards of spun yarn. 

The fault is termed annoying be- 
cause it is one of the few faults 
that are made by the machines 
themselves and not directly by 
operators. 

Fibers comprising rubber waste 
are trapped and collected by felt 
covered wooden blocks, termed 
“rubbers,” which fit under and 
press against the low front rolls of 
Bradford drawing, finishing, and 
roving boxes. It is essential that 
these rubbers be used and kept 
in good repair for they minimize 
greatly the danger of front roll 
laps, especially where working 
conditions with respect to tempera- 
ture, relative humidity, and type 
of fiber being processed are not 
ideal. 

Operators are usually trained to 
clear the accumulated fiber from 
the rubbers at regular intervals, 
say at the end of each doff, but as 
often as not, this duty is neglected. 

If this waste consisted wholly of 
short stock, neglecting this clear- 
ing operation for two or three 
doffs might not be serious, but 


examination of the waste shows a 
large proportion of long fibers 
which tend to lie on the front roll. 


Gradually the long fibers work 
toward the front roll nip where 
they are plucked forward into 
the slubbing, bringing with them 
the accumulated shorter rubber 
waste. 

This trouble can be practically 
eliminated by fitting a small felt, 
or velvet covered roll in frictional 
contact with the low front roll. 
Wooden carriers, or tumblers 
turned down to %” are used for 
the purpose, the felt being glued 
to the surface. %” wire, bent as 
shown in the accompanying sketch, 
holds these felt rolls about 1” to 
1%” above the rubbers, where 
they rotate in contact with the low 
front roll and pick up any longer 
fibers protruding or tending to 
slip from the accumulating rubber 
waste.

Nail polish can be used for 
marking many things in the knit- 
ting room. The marking is not 
permanent, but for many purposes 
permanent marking is not wanted. 
If removal of marks is required, 
nail polish may be easily removed 
by using acetone. 

For the pattern wheel knitter, 
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pattern wheel starts are easily 
marked with nail polish which is 
usually supplied in a bottle with 
a brush. Removing some of the 
bristles allows a small mark to be 
placed on the start jack and its ad- 
joining walls. The start mark can 
be made on one sinker or needle 
butt and saves removing a sinker 
or needle to mark the start.

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In identifying defective needles 
or sinkers which are found at 
places other than near the removal 
door, nail polish marks them until 
the bad spot is at the door. Fabric 
identification marks are made 
easily with nail polish, especially 
on white and light shade materials. 

In filament fabrics, such as 
those produced on Wildman spring 
needle jersey knit machines, a 
hole may run very easily. If nail 
polish is applied quite heavily be- 
low the hole, and if possible on 
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both sides of the fabric, the stitches 
are fused by the polish and the run 
is stopped. 

Fixers can use nail polish to 
mark gears and other parts upon 
taking down a machine. 

In testing stitch length, nail 
polish will easily mark the yarns, 
replacing grease or chalk which 
must be applied with the fingers.

lowing in answer to CONTRIBUTOR 
No. 8384: 

(1) What is the method and 
chemical used in waterproofing 
duck? 

All cotton cloth as it comes from 
the loom has some water repellen- 
cy due to the natural waxes of the 
fiber. In some instances water re- 
pellency is aided by the presence 
of a small amount of mineral oil, 
with which the cotton is often 
sprayed in preparation for spin- 
ning. In the grey a heavy and 
closely woven fabric, such as cot- 
ton duck or tent twill, normally 
has enough natural water resist- 
ance without special treatment to 
be used for wagon covers, tents, 
and awnings, if it is not in a hori- 
zontal position and is not in con- 
tact with objects beneath it. 
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Lighter weight grey fabrics of 
more open construction cannot be 
used successfully for such pur- 
poses because of the relatively 
high spaces between their threads, 
through which water penetrates. 
When the natural waxes are re- 
moved, cotton fabrics have high 
moisture absorption—even a close- 
ly woven duck which continues to 
shed rain soon becomes completely 
saturated with water. 

Cotton cloth may be made re- 
sistant to water by treatment with 
any one of a number of different 
compounds. Among the best known 
of these are various mineral and 
vegetable oils and waxes, bitumin- 
ous products such as tar and as- 
phalt, insoluble mineral soaps, and 
chemical treatments that include 
acetates of aluminum and cupram- 
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monium compounds. 

A commercial showerproofing 
process once widely used was Ccar- 
ried out by impregnating cloth 
with a soap solution and then pass- 
ing it through a solution of alumi- 
num acetate. The reaction precipi- 
tated in the fabric an insoluble 
aluminum soap which rendered it 
highly water repellent. Modern 


methods have improved on this 
process by combining the soap and 
metallic compound in a stabilized 
emulsion that can be applied to 
cloth in a single treatment. The use 
of vegetable oils for waterproofing 
cloth “oilskins” has long been 
familiar, and paraffin wax often is 
epplied for the purpose.

resistant to water, but in many 
cases also make it so sensitive to 
the action of sunlight that they 
cannot be recommended for goods 
intended for continued outdoor 
use. Treatment with paraffin or 
petrolatum, for example, has been 
found to result in a loss of strength 
in cotton duck exposed to weather 
that was double the loss of 
strength in an untreated sample 
during the same exposure. 

Duck treated with linseed oil lost 
65 per cent of its original strength, 
as compared with a loss of only 
40 per cent in untreated duck. Oils 
and waxes of this kind are the 
most easily applied waterproofing 
treatments, but if the fabric is to 
undergo exposure they should be 
used only with some material tha‘ 
offsets their tendency to increase 
the destructive action of sunlight. 
These treatments also increase the 
flammability of the fabric. 

(2) What chemicals are used in 
preventing mildew or bacteria on 
duck? 


Warmth and moisture are neces- 
sary for the development of the 
micro-organisms that cause mildew 
and rotting of cotton materials. 
Under favorable conditions of 
temperature, fungi can grow on 
cotton that contains only about 10 
per cent moisture, an amount not 
very far above its normal moisture 
content. Since these organisms are 
found to develop freely at temper- 
atures between 70 F and 90 F., it is 
evident that even in cool climates 
mildew may often occur during 
summer. In warm and moist 
regions, such as are found in the 
Gulf Coast States, it is prevalent 
through the greater part of the 
year. 


In temperate climates treatment 
of cloth with a water repellent may 
protect it adequately from mildew 
by decreasing its absorption of 
moisture. Where climatic condi- 
tions are very favorable to mildew, 
addition (to the water repellent) of 
a fungicide or substance which 
destroys micro-organisms has giv- 
en better results, 

Recently new and _ effective 
fungicides have been developed, 
but most of them either have to be 
applied in too complicated a way 
to be suitable for home use, or they 
are not readily obtainable. Such 
fungicides as Paris green, Bordeaux 
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mixture, and various arsenic com- 
pounds are not well adapted for 
fabric treatments because they 
may dust off and be inhaled or 
contaminate foodstuffs. 


A satisfactory type of fungicide 
for cloth treatment is copper 
naphthenate, a compound now 
widely used to protect military 
tents and coverings of all kinds 
from micro-organisms. Although 
not yet very widely distributed, 
copper naphthenate is handled by 
chemical dealers and some paint 
stores. A product of the petroleum 
industry, it is usually sold as a 
soft, waxlike solid or very thick 
liquid, bluish green in color, con- 
taining from 2 to 10 per cent cop- 
per. It dissolves readily in petrole- 
um solvents such as mineral spirits 
and dry-cleaning fluids. Cloth 
treated with small amounts of this 
fungicide is well protected against 
mildew, but more permanent re- 
sults are secured if a water- 
resisting substance is added. These 
treatments also increase the flam- 
mability of the fabric. 


(3) Are awnings which have 
woven stripes treated with rot- 
proofing agent? 


Awnings containing woven 
stripes may or may not be treated 
with rot-proofing agents, depend- 
ing upon the conditions under 
which they are to be used, If they 
are used in moist, shaded loca- 
tions, where growth of mildew is 
likely, the use of rot-proofing 
agents generally accelerates fabric 
breakdown during exposure to the 
sun. Recognizing the different con- 
ditions under which their awnings 
are to be used, manufacturers de- 
termine whether or not to add rot- 
proofing agents. They are divided 
as to the advisability of their use; 
some use them and some do not. 


(4) In printed awnings, what are 
the paints being used? 


The paint used in printed awn- 
ings is a composition containing 
pigments of different colors and a 
plastic of the vinyl type.

System for Mill Inspection 


WITH THIS installment, “Old-Timer” concludes the discussion 

of his “system of inspection” for superintendents and over- 
seers. Many valuable suggestions are contained in this article, 
especially those concerning employee relations. 


Another day on Jim’s list would be 
to look at setting of harnesses as he 
walked through the alleys. You can 
see if the harness is too high or too 
low while the loom is in motion. If 
setting is wrong, simply make note 
of the loom number and insert on 
your report to the loom fixer. 

And if you, Mr. Reader, wish to 
use this system: While walking 
through the spinner’s alleys, use 
the same system as in weaving, ex- 
cept, of course, the items are dif- 
ferent. For example, one day look 
for vibrating spindles, another day 
lift a certain number of top clear- 
ers from each frame and inspect 
for roll stands too wide (yes, you 
will find some) and of course you 
are making general observations 
while you walk through each al- 
ley, such as white cotton on the 
floor, bobbins on floor, etc, 

One of the items which will in- 
crease production most with the 
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least effort, is to give a spinner a 
piece of chalk and tell her to make 
a small chalk mark on creel or 
back stand every time an end 
comes down. Next day you will 
find a few spindles which have 
had ends down several times, 
while the majority of the spindles 


have run all this time without the 
end coming down. The next step 
certainly should be obvious—get 
the section man and fix those 
spindles on which the ends have 
come down several times. Of 
course the spinner must not wipe 
or clean the part of the frame, that 
day, where she puts the chalk 
marks. About two sides per spin- 
ner is sufficient—then two sides at 
the next spinner, and so on. 

You know, fellows, running a 
textile plant is not so complicated 
after all. (Oh, yea, you say.) 


Contact with Employees 


Another very important item to 
have on your list for attention as 
you walk through the alleys, mat- 
ters not what department you are 
in, is “new employees.” That is, 
never pass a new employee with- 
out having a conversation. Where 
are you from? How long had you 
been there? We are glad to have 
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you with us here, and then get in a 
word or two about some things you 
wish to “plug.” Not too much. 
What church do you go to? (Mr. 
Overseer or Superintendent should 
give the ministers in the village 
the names of all newcomers.) See 
the possibilities, fellows, if you 
have a system which compels you 
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For better warp sizing, 
finishing, printing . . .

to come in contact with all em- 
ployees? 

Oh, yes, we have failed to ex- 
plain that a superintendent is not 
supposed to have quite so strenu- 
ous a program as the overseer. 
That is, in a mill of say 2000 looms, 
the superintendent certainly can 
afford to spend one hour per day 
for all departments on this all im- 
portant system. The superintend- 
ent should pass through the weave 
room, walk down the weavers’ 
alley to end of room, then walk 
back another weavers’ alley. That 
will give the superintendent two 
alleys of inspection and probably 
requires about fifteen minutes. 
Next time take the next two alleys 
and so on until he has inspected 
all of the looms. 


Compliment Employees 


We know of no one thing which 
will promote more good will, more 
loyalty, and more production, than 
a compliment once in a while to 
individual employees. For ex- 
ample, as you pass an employee 
try to find something about his or 
her work that you can say is nice. 
Not every time you pass that em- 
ployee, of course, but occasionally. 

There is something good in 
every person, you know, matters 
not how sorry he is. For example, 
Miss Ward, your selvages look bet- 
ter today than I have ever seen 
them. Or your warps do not 
have a single crossed end or lap. 
Mr. Smith, I see you do not spit 
(expectorate) on the floor like you 
used to do. Your alley sure looks 
nice and clean. Miss Wood (spin- 
ner), I don’t see any white cotton 
on the floor today and your frames 
look so much cleaner than usual. 
And so on, with Mr. Frame Tender, 
Drawing Tender, Card Tender, and 
Picker Tender. 

Just use a little common sense, 

Use your knowledge of human 
nature which OLD-TIMER has 
pounded into you for these last 
twenty years. You will not only 
enjoy your work instead of it be- 
ing a grind, but your production 
will gradually pick up as you get 
your overseers, assistant overseers, 
and section men to follow your 
teachings. Remember, OLD-TIMER 
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claims most overseers and super- 
intendents do not get the help and 
cooperation they should get from 
section men, simply because they 
do not give sufficient time to in- 
structing section men. If any over- 
seer can get 50% of his section 
men to really follow the same 
teachings that he gives, or should 
give his assistant overseer, then he 
has the equivalent of that many 
more assistants. Isn’t that plain 
reasoning? 

But we strayed away from our 
main letter in giving Jim a system, 
a fool proof system, of purchasing 
supplies. But for a specific reason 
—the purchasing of supplies and 
the efficient operation of a textile 
plant go together. They are the 
two major items of operation 
which all overseers and superin- 
tendents should strive to accom- 
plish. Really, there is nothing 
complicated about either item. 


Law of Human Nature 


The trouble with those overseers 
and superintendents who do not 
operate their jobs efficiently is 
that they simply fail to apply com- 
mon sense reasoning to their man- 
agement, They do not follow the 
simple laws of human nature. 
Especially in their relations with 
their employees, they do not fol- 
low the laws of human nature. 

When we use the word “simple” 
in referring to laws of nature, the 
reader may say, Oh, Yeah, what 
does OLD-TIMER mean, simple? 
Well, here is a very simple illus- 
tration: We once had a superin- 
tendent of one of three mills we 
had charge of, who would simply 
work his darn head off when we 
complimented him about his lower 
cost than the other two mills, or 
his higher production, or for any- 
thing he really deserved to be 
complimented for. In other words, 
he naturally responded to one of 
the simple laws of human nature. 
But darned if he would ever com- 
pliment one of his overseers for 
anything. Neither would he have 
any conversation with his em- 
ployees. 

So, Mr. Reader, you can under- 
stand that explanation, can’t you? 
Sure, because you have seen men 
of that same disposition. O. K.., 


then that is why we use the word 
“simple.” Don’t you agree? Our 
suggestion is, of course, that you 
look around pretty closely and see 
if you can’t find quite a few of 
those simple little items in your 
management—among your over- 
seers if you are a superintendent, 
and among your section men and 
operatives if you are an overseer. 
Oh, yes, you might study some of 
your personal qualifications, too. 

The most difficult and puzzling 
problem about the laws of human 
nature is to find out why the 
average overseer or superintend- 
ent does not profit more by its 
application to his work. 

Take the simple illustration cited 
about the man who responded so 
quickly to compliments about his 
work. Surely there are not any 
textile operating executives who 
do not know that the illustration is 
a true fact of human nature. Cer- 
tainly there is nothing complicated 
about that, now is there? O. K., 
then, answer this one if you can. 
Why in heck do so many textile 
operating executives just drift 
along from day to day going 
through their routine work and 
never taking advantage of these 
simple laws of human nature. 

Running a textile plant is 
simple??? (Even to the buying of 
supplies).

Consider Military 
Production 


Every firm producing peacetime 
goods should consider carefully 
what it could make in the event 
of full mobilization. Failure to do 
sO may eventually place the com- 
pany in a bad “squeeze.” While 
planning action to be taken under 
full mobzilization, if the time 
comes when the plant can no long- 
er manufacture part or all of the 
regular product from the same 
materials, the following alterna- 
tives are possible: 

(1) Find substitute materials 
and produce the same products. 

(2) Produce new products from 
available materials for old or new 
markets. 

(3) Secure government prime or 
sub-contracts.

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AATCC Hears Turnbull in Charlotte 


The Piedmont Section of the 
American Association of Textile 
Chemists and Colorists, meeting in 
Charlotte, N. C., on September 22, 
heard Dr. G. S. Turnbull, assistant 
to the technical manager, Dyestuff 
Sales Department, E. I. duPont de 
Nemours & Co., Inc., present a 
timely and informative paper on 
“Dyeing of Newer Synthetic 
Fibres.” 

After giving the audience statis- 
tics indicating the growth of syn- 
thetics manufacturing and weav- 
ing in the Piedmont area, Dr. 
Turnbull proceeded to discuss, in 
considerable detail, the dyeing 
characteristics of nylon, “Vicara,” 
dynel, “Dacron,” “Orlon,”’ and 
“Acrilan.” Of these, nylon and 
“Vicara” are the easiest to dye. 

Nylon, which will blend with 
almost anything, can be dyed with 
almost any dye, and vat dyes can 
be applied more readily than ever 
before. There is the possibility that 
these dyes will show much greater 
light fastness in the next few 
years. 

“Vicara,” while not dyed so fre- 
quently as other synthetics, will 
dye easily and with all types of 
dyes in general use. Both nylon 
and “Vicara’”’ can be dyed at low 
cost and scouring is easy. 

“Acrilan” can be dyed with 
chrome and metallized acid dyes 
so that the colors are about the 
same as for nylon, and it has been 
found that acid dyes give a good 
build-up if used under pressure 
and at higher temperatures—about 
250 F. “Acrilan” can also be dyed 
with selected vat colors which will 
give a light fastness about equal to 
cotton. 

According to Dr. Turnbull, dynel 
can be dyed with acetate, acid, vat, 
and basic dyes. Acetate gives a 
good build-up if applied at full boil. 
Acid dyes are good for pastels, and 
the copper ion method can be used. 
Selected dyes give a good wet fast- 
ness and light fastness. 

“Orlon,” another acrylic fiber, 
can be dyed with acid, acetate, 
basic, and vat colors, but it re- 
quires a full boil or higher on acid 
dyes. At 250 F, acid dyes can be 
used without agents. Indigo vat 


colors at 212 F to 250 F give full 
shades and complete color absorp- 
tion. Basic dyes give excellent wet 
fastness if applied at 250 F. 

“Dacron” is the hardest of these 
fibers to dye. It can be dyed with 
acetate, azoic, and vat dyes, but it 
takes pressure and the tempera- 
ture of 250 F to get good affinity 
and penetration. 

Dr. Turnbull emphasized the 
value of pressure dyeing at higher 
temperatures for these synthetics 
that are harder to dye. He pointed 
out that only 10 to 12 dyehouses 
now have equipment for pressure 
dyeing, but more equipment will 
have to come into use to do the job 
properly. 

There are many interesting pos- 
sibilities for cross-dyeing of these 
fibers when blended with each 
other or with wool or cotton. Ace- 
tate-dyed “Dacron” can be blended 
with clean wool, for example, and 
the wool can be cross-dyed. 


Dr. Turnbull predicted that 
many of the problems now in- 
curred in dyeing of synthetics will 
have disappeared in ten years as 
the result of better dyes and im- 
proved methods.

might occur when rubber is ce- 
mented to a carpet as a second- 
ary application. It also makes 
unnecessary the use of heavy 
backing threads. The denser 
weave and lower pile height 
made possible by this process 
also add to the wearing quality 
of the carpeting, it is claimed. 

No binding of edges is neces- 
sary with this new process, and 
the carpet can be cut easily into 
any irregular pattern, or be die 
cut. Since color can be incor- 
porated in the foam rubber to 
match the color of the carpet, 
no unsightly edges appear. 

Water will not penetrate the 
rug, the manufacturer asserts, 
thus offering quicker drying; 
and dirt and dust cannot infil- 
trate the carpeting, making easy 
vacuum cleaning possible. Vi- 
bration and sound are said to be 
minimized. 

The process has been found to 
be suitable for fabrics made 
from nylon, animal fibers, car- 
pet viscose, and blends of all 
three of these fibers. Sample in- 
stallations have been made in 
the automotive field. 

The foam rubber backing can 
be applied to a thickness of five 
eighths of an inch. Control of 
temperature during application, 
and aeration of the foam rub- 
ber, eliminate all odors.
